The Palm Beach Community College District Board of Trustees named PBCC Vice President of 
Administration and Business Affairs Dr. G. Tony Tate as interim president at the October 9 meeting of the 
Board. Tate assumed the full responsibilities of president effective November 15,1996. 

Tate has been employed by PBCC since 1958 when he joined the College as an instructor of health and 
physical education, with the added responsibility for PBCC's recreation and intramural program. In 1961, he 
was named to his first administrative post as assistant director of services, and in 1968, he was named direc¬ 
tor of services. 


In 1970, Tate was appointed dean of business affairs, and in 1978, he became vice president of business 
affairs. In 1987, he assumed the position of vice president of administration and business affairs. 

Tate was the recipient of the Region XII Outstanding Business Officer Award from the National Council 
of Community College Business Officers in 1989, and was inducted into the PBCC Walk of Fame in 1993. 

Tate has long been a strong advocate for handicapped access, and imder his leadership, PBCC was one of 
the first community colleges in the state to start compliance with the Rehabilitation Act of 1973. 

During his tenure with the College, 

Tate has been credited with PBCC's 
growth in both student enrollment and 
facilities construction, including the 
expansion from one to four campuses 
throughout Palm Beach County. 


Indeed, the Dolly Hand Cul tural Arts Center, a jewel in western Palm Beach County, 
has a decided new look and a new attitude. 

More tlian 400 College administrators, staff and community supporters were on 
hand for the recent unveiling of a magnificent 3,000 square foot adchtion to the Dolly 
Hand Cultural Arts Center at PBCC s Glades Campus. 

The expanded facihties have greatly enlianced the educational and cultural oppor¬ 
tunities for residents of tlie western communities. Additionally, the new atrium-style 
lobby provides space for visiting museum exhibits for local, state and national institu¬ 
tions. It also offers students and artists a grand gallery and exhibit space for a variety 
of college-related events. 

Glades Campus Provost Helen B. Franke, understandably proud of the sensation¬ 
al new look, noted that the expanded lobby gives area residents a much-needed venue 
for a host of business and social activities. For those in need of a top-notch facihty to 
host an important occasion, the addition accommodates approximately 250 people 
and includes a fully equipped Idtchen tliat can be used for catered events. 

Indeed, when the Dolly Hand Cultural Arts Center first opened its doors in April 
1982, it was headline news. The impressive 500 seat theater was designed as a cultur¬ 
al and educational center for joint use by the College and the community. 

And, fittingly, tire facihty was named in honor of the First Lady of the Glades, 
Frances R. “DoUy” Hand, who was a major driving force in bringing the enormous 
project to fruition. Hand, a former long-time PBCC trustee and one of Belle Glade s 
most visible and dynamic supporters, devoted her time, efforts and talent to provide 
an entertainment and cultural hub for her neighbors in tlie western communities. 


When the theater debuted on April 17, 1982 to a packed house, DoUy was the first 
to recognize the contributions of those who had made the dream possible. ‘Together, 
we have created a gift to tlie Glades tliat will go on giving, concert after conceit, play 
after play, lecture after lecture...down through die years,” she said. 

And indeed it has. 

During die past 14 years, thousands of acclaimed artists have performed before 
sold-out audiences—Tinsel-to^vn types such as Mel Tilhs, Carol Channing, Crystal 
Gayle, Rita Coohdge and Nell Carter, to name but a few. In 1989, the theater under¬ 
went its first restoration with die installation of inclined seating which yielded 
improved viewing from all points in die house. 

And today, with expanded facihties giving rise to even more possibihties, die magic 
continues. 

The DoUy Hand is, and has always been, a true community center. In addition to 
presenting an annual series of top-rated entertainment, it offers a host of educational 
and cultm'al presentations for Glades ai-ea students-everydiing from children s dieater 
to academic events. Shortly, the DHCAC will celebrate its 15th year. When the 
DHCAC marked its 10th anniversary in May 1992, it appropriately showcased a leg¬ 
endary artist, Carol Channing. The Broadway luminarv’ perfonned to a flurry of 
applause and brought down the house with her signature tune, Hello Dolly. 

In 1997, there are still other stars who will succeed in bringing down the house. 
The audience dehght and applause continues, and hopefully, will continue for many 
more years, thanks largely to PBCC s First Lady of die Glades, Dolly Hand.
